Grover Cleveland Bergdoll, convict­ 
ed draft evader and army deserter, 
now In Germany, valued at about 
$850,000, was seized today by Col­ 
onel Thomas W. Miller, alien prop­ 
erty custodian of the United States* 
It consists of real estate and mon­ 
ey on deposit in four local hanking 
institutions. 
The property was held by Mrs. 
Emma Bergdoll, mother of Grover, 
under a power j)l attorney. 
The seizure, Colonel Miller an­ 
nounced, was by direction of the 
President under the authority of 
the trading with the enemy act. It 
is the first seizure since June 1919. 
Colonel Miller 
announced 
that 
after she had testified before the 
congressional committee investigat­ 
ing the escape of Bergdoll from 
army sergeant a year 
ago, 
that 
she held a power of attorney for 
Grover, Mrs. Bergdoll waB served 
with a formal demand for a detail­ 
ed report of all her son's holdings 
and was notified that his property 
would be taken over by the gov­ 
ernment. 
Accompanied by Major Vincent 
A. Carroll, his personal attorney. 
Colonel Miller seized the Bergdoll 
“castle” on the outskirts of this 
city, where 
Mrs. 
Bergdoll 
lives. 
This property was left to Grover by 
hi8 father.

THE CASE OF CANTWELL 
The dissatisfaction aroused by the removal of J. W. Cant­ 
well from the presidency of the Oklahoma A. & M. has not 
entirely subsided. There is an opinion rather widespread ov­ 
er the state that Cantwell is another political offering and 
that political considerations governed those who removed him. 
Cantwell has succeeded well as head of the state’s big agri­ 
cultural and mechanical school. There was no cause for his 
removal that the unitiated can see. He had placed the school 
on a splendid footing. His retention meant continued success 
for the institution. His removal makes the future of the school 
prablematical, for an assured success has given way to one 
whose success is at best conjectural. His successor while very 
successful as head of a normal school may not be successful 
at the head of a vocational school. 
In political circles it is rather broadly intimated that Cant­ 
well’s removal is the first step in John Whitehurst’s cam­ 
paign for governor. It is well known that Whitehurst is very 
ambitious to be the next governor of the state. By adding the 
strength of the A. M. and all its employees and agents to his 
organization in the department of agriculture 
Whitehurst
